The lives of those classmates and 
countrymen whbo Sacrificed themselves for 
democracy, for freedom and for our beautiful 
motherland have dissolved into ouUr Own.” 

Wu'er Said he suffered a bleeding ulcer 
during the military crackdown and was taken 
away by ambulance. He Said he witnessed 
many of his classmates get crushed by army 
tanks. The students who made the tape said 
Wu'erhas left Hong 天 ong, but would not Say 
Where he was nOw，

WanRunnan and Yan Jiadihave alsoescaped 
China and are in the West. 

The Sources whoreported theescapes would 
notrevealhow thefourhadeluded the govern- 
ment's manhuntbecause'they did not want to 
jeopardize the escape ofother dissidents from 
China. Anotherdozen pro-democracy Partici- 
pantsarealsoontheirwayout thesources Said. 

Hong 玫 ong newspapers have speculated， 
however,thattheescaperoute mighthavebeen 
through the nearby Portuguese colony of 
Macao. The tiny peninsula is only a quick 
Swim away from China, Separated by 3a short 
causeway. Hundreds of soldiers from China7s 
Peoples Liberation Army are reported to have 
Coverged on checkpoints near Macao last 
Week. 

So far， Chinese authorities have arrested 
close to 2,000 for their involvement-with the 
Pro-democracydemonstrations thatbegantwo 
months ago andended with abloody military 
crackdownatTiananmen SduareonJune4. At 
least 27 have been executed for their involve- 
mentin thedemonstrations. Wu'”er a freshman 
at Beijing Normal University, and Li, a junior 
at Nanjing University, are two of 21 students 
on the governments wanted list， 

WuernamemberofChina's ethnic Turkish 
minority， is well known for his outspoken 
Speeches and a televised verbal confrontation 
with PremierLi Peng.

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Census Outreach To Asians Begins

SAN FRANCISCO - Anxious to count 
everyman, woman andchild in the Bay Area， 
local census workershavelaunchedan inten- 
Sivecommunity outreach campaign aimed at 
increasing public participation im the 1990 
Census. 

The proposed outreach effort will specifi- 
cally target ethnic minorities who were un- 
dercounted by about 6 percent in the 1980 
Census, Said Census Community Awareness 
Specialist Alex Lo at a June 18 press confer- 
ence in Cninatown. 

An inaccurate count could have serious 
Iepercussions for the Asian Pacific Islander 
and other minority communities，LoO Said. 
Many social serviceagenciesandcommunity 
Organizations receive local and federal mo- 
nies based on census information. A_ low 
count can therefore result in decreased fund- 
ing for services which directly benefit mi- 
norities, Lo said. 

“The census is the most effective means 
formental health and community agencies to 
argueformore money” SaidLo. “Thehigher 
numbers your community has, the more im- 
portant its needs will be.…” 

The Asian Pacific Islander population has 
increased Significantly Over the census- 
twenty year history, according to LO The 

1970 census counted 1.3 maillion Asian Pa- 
cific Islanders living in the US; in 1980, the 
population rose to 3.6 million. The Census 
Bureaupredicts that the Asian Pacific Island 
community will more than double 普 1990， 
Teaching an estimated 6.3 million: 

The two fastest _ growing Asian Pacific 
IslandergroupsaretheChineseandFilipinos， 
Losaid.In 1980,the Census counted 812,000 
Chinese and 781,000 Filipinos; by 1990, a 
， projected 1.26 million Chinese-and 1.4 mil- 
lion Filipinos willbelivingintheUS,accord- 
ing to 工 0. 

With only ten months to go before the 
census forms are mailed outattheendof May 
1990,the Northern California Regional Cen- 
Sus Centerhas intenisified its efforts to solicit 
the support of Asian and Pacific IsSlander 
Service prOviders and leaders. 

The Chinatown press conference, aimed 
at Asian Pacific Islander religious leaders， 
was the first in a series of meetings they are 
organizing to educate local communities 


about the importance of the 1990 Census. 

“We plan to outreach to daycare centers， 
mental health agencies，political organiza- 
tions, Schools, colleges and thelocal media,” 
Lo said. 

“These groups already have an audience. 
.. With their help, we can educate the people 
[about the census] and its confidentiality.” 

The 1990 Census form includes both a 
shortand long version that willbe mailed out 
to more than 106 million housing units in the 
US the last week in April, 

Fiveoutofsix households willreceivethe 
short form， which includes 14 questions 
about the person s Iace, age, Immarital status 
and housing Situation. The longer form asks 
more than 49 additional questions on ances- 
try，employment，education，income and 
utilities. 

Theformnsarein English and Spanish, but 
only the English-language form will be 
maijledout The Spanish-languageforms will 
be available by request only, Said 工 o. 

Acknowledging that many Asian and 
Pacific Islanders who do not Speak English 
Wil have difficulty understanding the form， 
Losaidhis staffplansto develop community 
walk-in centers. Multilingual staff at these 
centers will assist non-English speakers in 
answering the census questions. 

Regional Census Center Director Rich- 
ard Takei said his office will also be hiring 
more than 20,000 people in Norther Cali- 
forniatohelpcompletethemammoth project. 

While they prefer-to hire US citizens; 
census Iecruiter Del Price Said they would

The letter, written by the committee s coO- 
chair，Walter Fong，said San Franciscans， 
jncluding city ， political leaders， were 
“shocked and saddened by the violence- 
against protesters in Beijingon June 4. 

“Therecenttragiceventsin Beijingandthe 
repercussions those events have had in San 
Francisco have made it necesSary for us to 
Suspendthefullprogram ofSisterCity activi- 
ties with the City of Shanghai.” 

The letter said Mayor Art Agnos wanted 
the Shanghai governmentto know thatfuture 
Sister-city relationships will be based on 
whether it would enhance the progress of 
democracy in China. 

The action has resulted in the cancellation 
of a trade show with Shanghai planned for 
San Francisco this fall and atrip to Shanghal 


bythe San Francisco Youth Symphony.

Local Reporters Cover 了 History

SAN FRANCISCO - It was the kind of 
StoOry Teporters dream about covering. His- 
tory in the making. A country of 1 billion 
caught in the grip of political upheaval and 
turmoll， The“China story.” 

WhenKPIX reporters Sherry HuandDave 
Bryan got thenews that they were beling Sent 
to coOver China in the wake of the mijlitary 
cIackdown there, they knew they had landed 
one of the most challenging assignments of 
their lives. Bryan，who was sent to Beijing， 
admitted he was“ alittle nervous about the 
dangers. But the veteran TV Teporter with 
11 years of experience Said his major con- 
cerns were“whatkinds of storiesIwould get 
and how well I would cover them.” 

Hu, areporter with KPIX for more than 10 
years，was Stationed with a camera crIew in 
Hong Kong and later traveled to Guangzhou 
in Southern China.She arrivedin Hong Kong 
June5,justone day afterthebloody massacre 
in Tiananmen Square and immediately “hit 
the ground running,” she sald. 

Bryan arrived in Beijing on June 9. Like 
Hu, he entered the country on a tourist Visa 
(the Chinese govermnment was, denying'VviSas 
to journalists):- Bryan:traveled2alone; hows= 
ever, WithaSuper8camerahiddeninhisbag. 
Bryan remembers vividly his late-night taxi 
Tide to the hotel a few malles west of Tian- 
anmen Square.

Hu found a much different scene in Hong 
Kong. The brutal demise of the student re- 
form movement galvanized the usually apa- 
thetic Honhg Kong citizenry, She Said. Angry， 
sad, and deeply confused，the people took 
their angerinto the Streets, staging memorial 
protests, wearing black armbands,andhonk- 
ing -their car horns. “What happened [in 
China] moved them to action,”Hu said.“TIt 
toldthemthattheyhadbetterthink abouttheir 
future and get politcal.”

however，when she vilsited Guangzhou for 
twodays. At first glance, life on the college 
campuses appeared “normal” Hu said . But， 
while walking on one campus, She Saw what 
looked like military personnel throwing 
away the funeral wreaths, posters, and “any 
other Signs of the student protest.”Hu said 
She also knew it was not “business as usSual 
whenastudentcame up to her while she was 
flming an interview and whispered nerv- 
ously,“You better be careful; you better 
leave，and then hurrnied away. 

The ethical dilemma inherent in covering 
a Story like China was not lost on either 
Bryan or Hu. Like most reporters,ahey felt 
torn between doing their job 一 geti 蓝 that 
all-important news Story 一 and inadver- 
tenty causing harm to the people they were 
Ieporting on. “It was a difficult situation for 
a Ieporter， admitted Bryan. “You had to 
constantly ask yourself，Am I endangering 
[these people'S]lives2” 

For Hu，a third-generation Chinese 
American, the dilemma took on more perT- 
SOnal dimensions，Like many Chinese 
Americans living in the US, Hu has relatives 
living im China，and she admits she was 
afraid they might be persecuted because of 
her actions. Despite her insistence that “the 
most Important thing was to get the job 
done”Hu took extra precautions to protect 
her sources,As shecrossed from Guangzhou 
back into HongKong, Hu said she threw out 
any- notes She had with people's names on 
thenm andhiidthe TV:camera in herluggage.

While Hu was able to file live reports Out 
of Hong Kong, Bryan was forced to utilize 
creative waySofcircumventing heobstacles 
posedbymarhallaw. Hefedphone reports 
to KPIX andCBS affiliates throughout the 
US. TIhe footage he did get, usually while 
driving through the streets of Beijing，was 
hand-carriedoutofChinatoa HongKongor 
Tokyosatelliteby “anypassengerleaving on 
aplane that day,”Bryan Said. 

ForHu,theassignmentleftherwithmixed 
emotions. She returned deeply saddened for 
the“people left behind who are still going 
through turmoil ”she said.“As a reporter, [ 
hadto beanobserver.Icouldn:tgetemotion- 
ally involved,”Hu said. "So when I got 
home I felt very emotional and TDm still 
SOrting through my feelings.”
